Mitchell explained 
that the robot is capable of detonating a 
bomb as well as being directed to disin- 
tegrate one. Cameras attached to the 
robot allow an operator to geta close-up 
view of a bomb without endangering 
himself/herself.

prepare for life after graduation. Special 
Services Director Jeffery Royal was 
pleased with the number of students, 
parents, and exhibitors who took part. 

Among the fairs highlights were 
several guest speakers who discussed 
some of the programs and services that 
are available to special-needs students. 
Larry Stemple, Transitions Consultant 
for the Wayne County Regional Educa- 
tional Services Agency, talked about the 
various vendors present, noting in par- 
ticular that colleges such as Henry Ford 
Community College, Schoolcraft Cam- 
munity College, and Eastern Michigan 
University offer a variety of help services.

about the Torch?" 

"Not really," we said. 

He then spent about 15—20 minutes 
explaining to us some of the more inter- 
esting things about It. 

Did you know that the flame in 
Greece was lighted with a magnifying 
glass focused on the sun, and that the 
flame this torch uses was taken directly 
from the flame in Greece? The flame 
was kept burning in four lanterns that 
were flown in a specially chartered air- 
plane to the United States. (Four lan- 
terns were used so that, if one of them 
went out, they would still have the origi- 
nal flame from Greece.) 

Once in the United States, over 
10,500 people were chosen to carry the 
flame about two-tenths of a mile each. 
The torchbearers had to be recom- 
mended by someone. They could pur- 
chase their torch for about $400. 

The flame is not just any old flame, 
but results from a special mixture of gas 
that causes the flame to fall over as the 
torchbearers run with it, rather than just 
burn straight up. 

The flame was carried by dignitar- 
ies, actors, actresses, two Indians 
canoeing across ariver, andmany, many 
others, of course. They even had a spe- 
cial set of skis with a wheelchair at- 
tached for an ex-Olympian to ride down 
a hill in Colorado. 

As the gentleman gave us the torch 
to hold for a picture, we carefully took It 
... and had a completely different atti- 
tude toward the Olympic Torch!

Click It Or Ticket 


To the Romulus community: 

More Americans are expected to 
drive instead of fly during the Memorial 
Day weekend, translating into higher 
risks to families and, ultimately, more 
traffic fatalities. As aresult, the Romulus 
Police Department will be participating 
inthe statewide "Click It Or Ticket" activ- 
ity, stepping up enforcement of seat- 
belt, child-passenger, and drunk-driving 
laws. 

Beginning on May 23 and continu- 
ing through May 28, additional Romulus 
police officers will be assigned to en- 
force specific traffic violations in the 
community. Experts predict that, nation- 
wide this year, more than 8,000 adults 
and children will die in crashes for one 
reason alone: they failed to use their 
seat belts or child safety seats. 

In April, the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment completed a two-week traffic en- 
forcement that was funded by the Drive 
Michigan Safely Grant. | must again 
report that there was no shortage of 
drivers who were speeding and/or fail- 
ing to wear their safety belts while driv- 
ing in Romulus. During this project, the 
officers issued 266 seat-belt violations

consisted of 127 hours of patrol time, 
resulting in stopping a total of 388 vehi- 
cles for various traffic violations. 

During this April period, | tracked 
the number of citizens who were stopped 
by our department during this two weeks. 
Romulus residents were driving 42 of 
the vehicles stopped by our department, 
representing 11% of all vehicles. | am 
proud to report that | think this is a low 
percentage that could be an indication 
that our residents are buckling up and 
driving safely. | will continue to monitor 
future projects to provide comparisons 
for community members. 

There are many factors that must 
be considered when looking at the num- 
ber of citizens stopped by our depart- 
ment during the enforcement period. 
One significant factor is that the grant 
requires officers to be assigned to the 
main county roads in the community. 
The airportand commercial businesses 
in the community cause greater num- 
bers ofnon-citizens to be presenton the 
targeted roadways, hampering an accu- 
rate evaluation. In the same manner, it 
would be predicted that neighborhood 
enforcement would most probably re- 
sult in a higher percentage of residents 
traveling those roadways. 

Finally, remember those dates in 
May when police departments through- 
out Michigan will assign additional offic-
